CLARK OVER MIG OFFER 


LONDON (UP)—The influential London Times de- 
nounced Gen. Mark Clark today for offering $100,000 to the 
first Communist pilot to deliver a MIG-15 undamaged to 
Allied hands. 

The Times, which usually supports Prime Minister Win- 
ston Churchill, criticized him too for defending Clark's offer 
in the House of Commons. 

“Very many people in this country outside the Labor 
ranks in the House of Commons think the offer, repugnant, 
stupid and ill-timed,” The Times said. 

“In his defense of the American action, Sir Winston 
Churchill quoted a distinguished textbook on international 
law stating that the proffer of such bribes for treachery in 
time of war was no longer considered ‘illegal,’ but he surely 
said far more than he intended when he added that it was 
‘very much better to be bribed than to be killed.’”

The speech was a highlight of 
Moscow’s May Day celebration 
which also included a short mili- 
tary review and a longer work- 
ers’ parade. 

Bulganin said the Soviet 
Union believes that with “good- 
will and a sensible approach, all 
international differences can be 
solved by peaceful means.” 

Just before speaking he in- 
spected troops drawn up in Red 
Square and nearby streets. The 
square was decorated with por- 
traits of Lenin and Stalin, coats 
of arms of the 16 Soviet repub- 
lics and party slogans. 

Formations of jet planes flew 
overhead as the military parade 
got under way. 

Bulganin’s statement came as 
Pravda, the Soviet Communist 
party’s newspaper, called for an 
armistice “in the cold war 
which is ruining all people.”

Fighting Breaks Out 
Around Laos Capital 


HANOI, (UP) — 
French and Vietminh Commun 
ist forces started trading fire 
outside the royal capital city

French sources here said 
French patrol units exchanged 
rifle and submachinegun fire 
with advance Vietminh spear- 
heads in a narrow ring of no 
man’s land around besieged 
Luang Prabang 

French airlift pilots risked 
death in murky weather to land 
at Luang Prabang during the 
night with additional supplies 
for the estimated 9,000 French 
union defenders who have dug 
in for a “fight to the death” to 
save the royal capital. 

The emergency air cargoes 
included desperately-needed ar- 
tillery pieces. Six battalions of 
Vietminh siege troops were re- 
ported to have set up 120-mm 
mortars and Czech-made 75-mm 
recoilless guns around the 
city. 

French union units were lay- 
ing hundreds of mines in the 
ring of no-man’s land separating 
the two armies. 

Vietminh troops Thursday cap- 
tured Muog Sung, 25 miles 
north of Luang Prabang, which 
was the last French outpost 
guarding Nam Hou River val- 
ley approaches to the city: The 
capture opened a clear invasion 
path to the city for Red Gen-

Cool Weather 
Delays Prairie 
Crop Seeding 


WINNIPEG (CP)—Seeding is 
expected to be general in Mani 
toba by about May 6 and at the 
Same stage in Saskatchewar 
and Alberta by May 15, the 
first crop reports of the Cana 
dian Pacific and Canadian Na 
tional Railways said today. 

Seeding dates are.two weeks 
later than in 1952 but are aver 
age for the 10-year period. 

Soil moisture reserves are 
generally lower than at this 
time last year and pessimism 
lias been expressed for yields 
from second crop seedings. A 
genera] rainfal] in the last two 
days has improved the picture 
in southern areas. 

In northern Manitoba lower 
temperatures have held seeding 
back. Seeding is under way in 
some areas of south and cen 
tral Saskatchewan but the north- 
ern sections of that province 
have seen little work 

Seeding is not under way in 
the central district: of Alberta 
nor in the Edmonton and Peace 
River sections. Because of coo! 
weather and slow-drying soil, no 
field work has been done in the 
Péace River area. 

A survey by station agents 
shows a total of more than 25 
000,000 acres intended to be 
sown in wheat this year in the 
three provinces.

serious concern. 

Why, otherwise, should he indulge 
in the unusual fabrication, presented 
to a Social Credit meeting here Wed- 
nesday night, that provincial Liber- 
als were instructed by federal cab- 
inet ministers to throw his adminis- 
tration out of office? 

Mr. Bennett had been adequately 
warned that insistence on the Rolston 
formula vote would bring about the 
government’s downfall. 

With that clear warning present- 
ed to him Mr. Bennett announced; 
“We welcome the test,” adding the 
somewhat flamboyant explanation, 
“because we on this side of the House 
know we are on the side of right.” 

This in the face of W. T. Straith’s 
straight statement minutes before 
the “We (Liberals) can't go along 
with the government on this bill 
(covering the Rolston formula). We 
think it is a vicious piece of legisla- 
tion. It’s retrogressive and nothing 
but political flim-flam,” and the Lib- 
eral spokesman’s proposal that the 
debate on it be adjourned to postpone 
the government's defeat and permit 
consideration of essential bills and 
other business. 

Was it anything but an invitation 
to defeat when Premier Bennett on 
February 6 urged Mr. Harold Winch 
to “take it to the people” when the 
CCF leader opposed another Social 
Credit point? Or when the premier 
announced on the same date, ‘““When 
you want a mew test, let us know?”

Health Minister Eric Martin fol- 
lowed the same course on February 
24, inviting the opposition to “fight | 
it out on the hustings” when objec- 
tion was raised to a Social Credit 
proposal 


Nor was the technique widely 
varied when Lands and Forests Min- 
ister Sommers on March 10 hurled 
his “hypocrite” charge at the Liber- 
als before the vote on the budget:

British Columbia's New Town of Kitimat Will Be a Model of Community Planning 


ANY A TEEMING METROP- 
olis of today originated in a 
barbarians’ village, a Roman army 
camp, a forest trail junction or other 
chance location. 

On this continent, more than one 
“Main Street” is recalled by old- 
timers as the evolutionary product 
of a cow trail. And it is a fact that 
the majority of our towns and cities 
exhibit evidences of having grown 
like Topsy. The traffic bottlenecks, 
the industrial sites nudging residen- 
tial districts, the misplaced business 
sections and other obvious mistakes 
of community growth bear! witness 
to the lack of planning. 


It.is a rare thing for a town or 
city to start from scratch and de- 
velop throughout according to a plan. 
When this happens, there is an op- 
portunity to show what man can do 
in the way of designing a comfort- 
able, convenient and efficient place 
in which to live with his- neighbors. 
It will be h ning in the newly- 
created of Kitimat, B.C. 


The Aluminum Company of Can- 
ada is to be congratulated on the 
course it has taken in this regard. 
Kitimat is the site of the great alu- 
minum plant that will gather around 
it thousands of workers and their 
families, and eventually attract other 
industries as well. It could easily 
have become a so-called “company 
town,” dominated in culture and 
civics, as well as economics, by its 
major . industry. But the company 
directors saw otherwise. 

They recognized their main inter- 
est as the producfion of power and 
aluminum. Running a town was an 
entirely different activity best car- 
ried on by the residents themselves. 
Tt is on this democratic basis that 
Kitimat will develop. ‘ 

A reeve already has been elected 
by acclamation. Councillors will 
shortly assume office; and Kitimat 
will take its place as a norma! British 
Columbia community. »

of Kitimat’s establishment, to the 
possible “35,000 to 50,000 which will 
mark its maximum size, Kitimat's 
progress will be planned. 

At a private showing in Victoria 
this week, Alcan officials revealed 
the details of that planning. Prepared 
at great expense and months of study 
by the continent's leading town plan- 
ners, the program involves “recom- 
mendations” only. It is as recom- 
mendations that it will be turned 
over to the Kitimat reeve and coun- 
cil, but it is unthinkable: that the 
town authorities will not carry out 
the general intent and most of the 
details of this master plan. 

Kitimat’s location presented a 
number of problems for the planners.

HERE'S WHAT HAPPENS IN BASEBALL'S NEW EST VOGUE 


Little Leaguers Just Like Big va 


By DENNY BOYD 
Baseball’ futures start in 
dead earnest Saturday for 150 
local boys between the ages 


of eight and 13 who are lucky _ 


enough to be part of the 
dream-come-true that is Little 
League baseball. 

The youngsters, with a good 
part of their spring training 
behind them, go on the open 
market Saturday when the 
league holds its player auc- 
tion, the method by which 
players will be distributed 
among the four teams that 
will make up the league this 
season. 

Purchasing and optioning of 
players is done in a manner 
amazingly big league, except 
that no actual cash is involved. 
The method is laid down in the 
Little League constitution, 


writ... by f. ader Carl Stotz 
and is designed to give every 
player an equal chance to play 
on the basis of his ability with 
no thought to racial or religi- 
ous discrimination. 

Each of the four managers 
has been allotted 3,600 credits 
with which he buys players in 
exactly the same way a big 
league professional team 
would buy with cash. 

Every player, eligible by the 
rules of spring training, is a 
candidate for the player auc- 
tion. 

A “players’ agent” has been 
designated: and {tts “his task 
to draw up a list of every eli- 
gible player for distribution 
to team managers. 

The managers have watched 
spring training and, quite nat- 
urally, have seen the boys 


they would like to have on 


their ball teams this year. 

Each manager has sub- 
mitted a list of candidates to 
the player agent, listing the 
players in the order in which 
he wishes them to be brought 
up for auction, based on his 
spring training scouting. This 
is the manager's selection list 
and is confidential between 
the individual manager and 
the player agent. 

At the auction, the players’ 
agent acts as an auctioneer 
and attempts to draw the 
managers into competitive 
bidding for the players. 

He reads the name and 
league age of individual! play- 
-ers from the managers’ selec- 
tion list and the player in 
question is “sold” .to the high- 
est bidder. ™ amount of 


the sale is charged against the 
bidder's credit account to see 
that no manager bids in ex 
cess of his credits 

This procedure continues 
until all candidates have been 
purchased or all managers 
cease bidding. All managers 
have an equal opportunity of 
securing players who have 
caught their eye in spring 
training. 

When all managers but one 
have ceased bidding or have 
exhausted their credits, no 
player may be sold for less 
than 500 credits. If all man- 
agers have stopped bidding, 
players may be selected by 
alternative selection, the man 
agers choosing players in ro 
tation determined by lots. 

Each player purchased shall 
be the property of the team

Counsel Says Lesser Charge Justified 
Decision as to whether evidence was sufficient to 


warrant a soldier truck driver involved in a fatal accident 
to be sent up for trial on a manslaughter charge has been 


adjourned to May 7 
Magistrate H. C. Hall. 

The adjournment was ordered 
in the case of Gnr. Douglas K 
Vannatter, 22, Toronto, of 129 
Battery, Gordon Head Army 
Camp, after all Crown evidence 
had been submitted at a pre-| 
liminary hearing Thursday aft-| 
ernoon in Saanich police sachs 

Gnr. Vannatter was the driver! 
of a large army jeep which 
crashed off Gordon Head Road 
at Ruby. Road on the early 
morning of April 16 to cause 
fatal injuries to a passenger, 
Gnr. Archibald M. Cowan, 23, 
of Elkhorn, Man., of the same 
battery. 

“I wish to consider al’ the 
evidence before making a.deci 
sion,” Magistrate Hall said. 


CHARGE UNJUSTIFIED? 
Jerry Cross, counsel for ac 
cused, said Vannatter should 
not be committed for trial on a 
manslaughter charge. “If there 
is a committal at all, it should 
be on a lesser charge,” he said. 
Counsel pointed out the soldier 
was not intoxicated and at no 
time had exceeded 40 m.p.h. 


Evidence showed that the 
truck, proceeding north on Gor- 
don Head Road at about 4.15 
a.m. went off the highway for 
180 feet, collided with a tele- 
phone pole guy wire, hit the 
pole and finished up on its can 
vas back on Ruby Road. 

Cowan's upper body wes 
pinned under the tail-gate on 
the vehicle, his death due to 
head injuries, Dr. E. L. Me 
Niven testified. Vanatter was 
pinned in the front seat, ani a 
torch was required to cut away 
the drive shaft to releage him

L/Badr. Roland Brisebois, with 
Vannatter in the front seat, and 
Gnr. Ross Stinson, with Cowan 
in the back, were thrown clear 
of the vehicle. 

Testimony of the soldiers 
was that Vannatter’s speed was, 
at the. most, between 35-40 
m.p.h Gnr. Stinson said he 
and the accused had had be- 
tween six and eight glasses of 
beer at a downtown club earlier 
in the night and between one 
and one-and.a-half bottles of 
beer on top of Mount Tolmie 
before heading for camp about 
five hours later.

There was no 
warning sign to tell of a curve 
in the road, the officer said. 

The sergeant testified the 
road was rough and only 14 feet 
wide at that point. He ad- 
mitted, on being qodestioned by 
Mr. Cross, that a vehicle hitting 
the 12 to 18-inch depression on 
the left side of the road could 
go suddenly out of control. 

He said “a driver taking that 
curve at 35 mph and who did 
not know ‘the road like we do 
would likely get into trouble,’ 
in reply to a question from de 
fense counsel.

The term—‘“tmaster of his in- 
strument” —is so often used 
loosely that one hesitates to 
apply it in most cases. 

Yet what other term is there 
for such an extraordinary dis 
play of virtuosic pianism as was 
heard Thursday night, wheri 
Artur Rubinstein played at the 
Royal Theatre before a more 
than-capacity audience that had 
piled up six rows deep on the 
stage? 

It seemed there was no limit 
to the effects of which the great 
artist was capable. It seemed 
also that a program largely 
drawn, from the more familiar 
section of the piano repertoire 
could bring forth few surprises 
,to inveterate concert-goers. 

Yet, take for example the A 
flat major Polonaise of Chopin: 
how seldom such fire, such 
great, rolling masses of sound 
have surged from the piano; 
how seldom such vivid contrasts 
of color have been achieved! 
There was a rare texture and 
dimensional quality to this, sel 
dom encompassed 
ARTIST'S SECRET 

Possibly the secret of this 
great, rich fullness of tone lies 
in the rare degree of sostenuto 
the pianist possesses. His tech- 
nique of tone _ production 
though, is the main virtue, and 
one the serious student would 
do well to consider keenly. 

The secret does not lie in the 
slight outward flourishes he 
allows himself; though a clue to 
it may be found in his obviously 
muscular relaxation 
and in his “lifting” the tone 
rather than forcing it down into 
the key-bed 

The voluptuous tones so beau 
tifully adjusted to the romantic 
drama of Chopin sculp- 
tured to heroic proportions in 
the Beethoven Sonata in F 
Minor, .“Appassionata.” This 
was a Beethoven given his true 
proportions; conceived on the 
broad, massive lines of sym 
phonic architecture, yet with no 
less full exploitation of all deli- 
cate and intricate detail

U.S. WHEAT 
IMPORT BAN 
HITS CANADA 


Worst Embargo for 


West Says Gardiner | 


OTTAWA (CP) — United 
States restrictions against 
Canadian products were crit. 
icized Thursday in the Com- 
mons, and Agriculture Min- 
ister Gardiner remarked 
that the toughest. of them 
all was a little-known em- 
bargo against wheat. 

Mr. Gardiner said there is a 
lot of talk about American re 
strictions on dairy products, 
and while these --restrictions 
were important in times of sur- 
pluses, the major U.S. barrier 
was against Canadian wheat. 

From the point of view of the 
western grower, the wheat em 
bargo, he said, is the*“most 
serious” problem in the world 

“The question of what we 
are going to do with our wheat 
would not be nearly as diffi 
cult if it were not that there 
is an embargo against shipping 
wheat in the U.S.” he said. 

“That in itself increases 
acreage in the U.S. from 62; 
000,000 to 83,000,000 acres ané 
when you get 25,000,000 acres 

which, is equal to our own 
acreage—extra wheat in the 
U.S. it certainly has a bearing 
on the whole world situation. 

“We do not say mich about 
that. We talk a lIpt about 
some things that afe much 
smaller, and we do not say 
much about that.” 


RESTRICTIONS FLAYED 

John Diefenbaker PC-—Lake 
Centre initiated the discussion 
and criticism of American trade 
restrictions as the Commons 
continued study of agriculture 
estimates. 

Mr. Diefenbaker said there 
was much discussion about Can 
ada-U.S. co-operation in the 
fight for preservation of free 
dom. But the U.S. had thrown 
up restrictions against Canadian 
dairy products and there was 
talk about imposing restrictions 
against imports of oats. The 
Canadian dairy industry now 
feared the possibility that the 
U.S. might dump surpluses of 
dairy products on world mar- 
kets 

The strongest possible protest 
should be made against the 
U.S, restrictions, said Mr. Die 
fenbaker. He recalled that the 
U.S. had imposed tariff boosts 
back in the 1920s which had 
damaging effect on Canadian 
agriculture 

He added 

“The U.S. may have been able 
to justify nationalistic actions

Justice Minister Garson had 
told the committee previously 
the government is prepared to 
appoint such a royal commis

The committee, considering 
the first overhaul and consoli 
dation of Canada’s Criminal 
Code since 1892, completed its 
work Thursday, except for for 
mal drafting of its report, after 
37 meetings and 15 sub-commit 
tee meetings since February 4 

The new code, 
by the Senate for the previous 
two =years, would eliminate 
minimum sentences and 
press the present code of 1,152 
clauses into 744. It still must 
be approved by the Commons 
and Senate before it becomes 
law

Evicted ‘Witnesses’ Awarded 
$300 for Joliette Incident 


JOLIETTE, Que. (CP)—Dam- 
ages of $300 each were awarded 
Thursday to two young women, 
Witnesses of Jehovah, who were 
driven out of town by a group 
of men and told never to return 

Mr. Justice Andre Demers of 
the Quebec superior court made 
the award after saying he was 
“seandalized by the criminal 
act” of the men involved. He 
said the act, although subject 
only of a. damage _ action, 
amounted to kidnapping, - an 
offence punishable by up to 25 
years in penitentiary 

The damage action 
launched on behalf of Olive 
Lundell and Winnifred Parsons. 
They had lived in Joliette for 
six months and were distribu- 
ting Bible tracts Dec. 14, 1949, 
when the attack occurred 

The women testified they 
were molested by a crowd and 
then forced into a taxi. Six 
men accompanied them on the 
drive to Montreal, 40 miles 
south of here. 

They said the men attempted 
unsuccessfully to have them 
lodged in the .-women’s jail 
They then were driven to a 
police station where police de- 
clined to have anything to do 
with the case.
